YEAR  1942 


This  report,  as  in  previous  years,  is  again  curtailed 
on  the  Instructions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health*  On  the 
whole  this  has  been  a  healthy  year*  There  have  been  no  serious 
epidemic  outbreaks  although  scarlet  fever  has  been  generally  more 
prevalent.  Recently  the  Chief  County  Clinical  Tuberculosis  Officer 
remarked  to  me  that  the  throe  groat  factors  promoting  tuberculosis 
arc  overcrowding,  mental  and  physical  stress  and  lack  of  nourishment. 
Increased  mental  and  physical  strain  is  inevitable  in  ;yar  time  and 
a  marked  degree  of  ovorcrowding  is  undeniable |  therefore,  the 
indication  is  that  these  undesirable  conditions  have  boon  counter^ 
balanced  by  the  wonderful  maintenance  of  good  food ’supply  which, 
combined  with  the  all  round  increase  in  employment,  has  ensured  a 
healthy  diet  to  the  very  great  majority  and  so  maintained  resistance 
against  this  disease.  The  same  argument  may  v/oll  be  "applied  to 
the  general  preservation  of  health  throughout  the  year. 


In  spite  of  the  reduced  Sanitary  Staff  a  considerable 
amount  of  routine  Sanitary  work  has  been  carried  out  and  anything  of 
an  urgent  nature  has  received  prompt  attention.  It  should  bo  noted 
that  during  the  year  the  Sanitary  staff  in  the  Borough  of  Homel 
Hempstead  sustained  a  loss  in  the  departure  of  Mr,  P,  Apployard, 

Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  who  loft" to "take  up  a'moro  responsible  post. 

He  v;as  succeeded  in  Oct^ober  by  Mr,  H.J, Bellamy. 

The  Sc  aides  Order  1941  led  to  the  introduction  In  t'b'^.. 
district  of  a  scheme  whereby  a  Cleansing  Station,  manned  by  part  time 
staff,  v/as  opened  in  the  Borough^of  Homel  Hempstead  to  serve  the  whole 
of  the  South  Herts  ( No.l. ) Combined  Sanitary  District,  Cases,  contacts 
and  bedding  from  a  distance  have  been  convoyed  by  A.R.P.  ambulances 
for  treatment  there.  Altogether  83  persons  vfore  cleansed  at  the 
Station,  In  addition  to  this  the  School  nursing  staff  treated  110 
children  with  scabies  at  the  Borough  School  Clinic  and  71  children 
received  in-patient  treatment ' for  this  condition  at  Midcot  Sick  Bay, 
Three  adults  also  received  in-patient  troatiaont  under  the  Local 
Authorities  Scheme,  The  treatment  given  has  consisted  of  a  bath 
followed  by  a  thorough  painting  with  benzyl  bonzoate,  one  "or  tv/o 
applications  having  in  nearly  all  cases  proved  sufficient.  It  is 
hov/evor  noted  that  in  spite  of  medical  practitioners  being  advised  of 
this  method  of  treatment  and  the  facilities  available,  a  number  of 
them  appear  still  to  prefer  home  treatment  with  sulphur.  There 

certainly  does  appear  to  bo  "a  very  definite  decline  in  the  prevs-lenco 
of  scabies  in  this  district, 

A  number  of  lousy  families  have  also  been  disinfested 
and  it  is  hoped  that  v/itli  the  decline  of  scabies  prevalence  more 
attention  will  be  able  to  be  given  to  this  condition, 

A  skeleton  scheme  for  dealing  with  the  possible 
advent  of  Typhus  Fever  has  boon  framed.  Some  volunteers  for  dealing 
with  possible  contacts  and  disinfestation  of  houses  involved  in 
the  disease  have  been" obtained  and  given  some  instructions  in 
precautionary  methods.  Protective  clothing  ha.3  boon  obtained  and 
arrangements  outlined  for  the  housing  and  care  of  contacts*  Agreement 
has  also  been  given  to  the  G,jtalning  of  two  vans  to  serve  the 
district  in  the  conveyance  of  persons  and  bedding  requiring 
disinfestation. 


Fair  progress  has  'boon  nado  in  the  campaign 
for  innunisation  against  diphtheria.  There  are  now  four  regular 
nonthly  clinics  in  the  district,  Iimnunisation  in  the  more  rural 
portions  of  the  district  is  available  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres 
and  any  person  can  obtain  irminisation  for  their  children  at  the 
expense  of  the  Local  Authority  and  free  of  charge  to  thcnsclvos  if 
they  apply  to  their  own  nodical  practitioner  in  the  District, 
Altogether  809  children  between  the  ages  of  one  and  give  and  892 
children  between  the  ages 'of  five  and  fifteen  were  imiunised  during 
1942,  Broadly  speaking,  up  to  June  1943,  about  72^  of  element ary 
school  children  and  about  50%  of  children  under  school  age  have  boon 
immunised.  Propaganda  has  included  the  sending  of  Pamphlets  to 

parents  and  the  issue  of  Birthday  Orecting  Cards  advocating 
immunisation  and  sent  to  parents  of  children  attaining  the  ago  of 
one  year.  Mention  must  be  made  of  the  very  acceptable  help 
^af forded  by  members  of  the  Red  Cross  Society  at  the  immunisation 
clinics.  In  many  cases  they  have  supplied  first  class  teams  to 
assist  the  Doctor  and  Nurse, 

An  outbreak  of  Epidemic  Nausea  must  be  recorded 
because  of  the  apparent  rarity  or 'the  infrequent  recognition  of 
the  condition  which  is,  in  itself,  a' very  mild  illness.  The 
outbreak  involved  a  lango  and  partly**residential  school;  the  condition 
Y/as  thought  by  me  to  have  been  caused  by  milk  infection  but  a 
specialist  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  was  able  to  definitely  assure 
himself  that  it  was  epidemic  nausea.  This  is  thought  to  be  an 

air  borne  infection  and  to  spread  in  a  similar  way  to  influenza. 

There  were  many  small  and  limited  outbreaks 
of  Sonne  Dysentery:  no  doubt  other  cases  occurred  mild  enpugh  to  be 
unrecognised. 

During  the  year  a  Rod  Cross  Orthopaedic  Clinic 
was  opened  at  Berkhamstod;  massage  and  forms  of  electrical  and 
sunlight  treatment  me  available  here  and  the  Clinic  is  well 
patronised  and  is  a  decided  asset. 

The  prevalence  of  Scarlet  Fever  has  produced  a 
number  of  instances  where  it  has  been  desirable  to  endeavour  to 
control  the  spread  of  streptococcal  infection  by  the  search  for 
carriers "of  these  organisms  with  which  scarlet  fever  boars  some 
relation,  I  should  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  those  medical 
practitioners  who  have  so  generously  ajsslstcd  mo  in  this  matter 
which  involves "the  tedious  and  lengthy  procedure  of  the  taking  of 
many  swabblngs. 


I  would  say  that  I  have  been  very  concerned 
throughout  the  year  to  ensure  that  the  basic  principles  upon  which 
the  prevention  and  spread  of  infection  depends  should  always  be 
carefully  maintained.  In  these  times  of  national  stress  I  have 
observed  a  tendency  to  condone  the  waiving  of  common  precautionary 
observances.  The  added  effort  necessary  to  maintain  our  wonted 
standards  is  well  worth  while  and  must,  in  the  long  run,  be  both" 
economical  and,  from  a  health  point  of  view,  eminently  desirable.
